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THE KING OF SIAM. 
MONORART DEGREE OF LL.D. 

Thoro was a touch of melancholy about the 
conferment of the honorary Cambridge degree 
of LL.D. upon the Ki g of Siam, eaya a mail 
paper. It had been intended that the coromony 
should take place at Dovonshire House, in fall 
acadomioal state, but the unfortuoste illness of 
the Dake of Devonshire, the Chancellor of tho 
University, deprived the occasion of all but the 
bare and necessary essentials. No one, except 
two or throo gentlemen directly intereuted in 
the matter, was presant in the pallory that 
overlooks the garden at the back of Davonshire 
House, a4 the Vice-Chancellor of Cambridge,, 
Mr. Roberts, the mastar of Coina’, followed the 
badals of: tho University up tho staircase and 
into the almost ompty room, With the vice- 
chancellor came the senior and junior proct drs, 
Mr. Donaldson, the mas'er of Magdalon, Dr. 
Mason, the master of Penbréke, Dr. Oscar 
Browning, Professor Wentlake, and Professor 
Livoing, the rear baing bronght up by fony of 
the proctors’ “ batldogs,” in their drose-coats of 
blue, with gilt button. The dootora, in their 
robes of ros2-coloured silk, and the vico-clanoel- 
lor, in his sovorely eimplo dress of scarlet cloth 
and while fur, nde an interesting picture as- 
for & momont they awaited the coming of the 
King of Siam. . e 

Ina very short time his Mnjesty also mounted 
the ataircas>, preceded, like the vice-chancellor, 
by the bedels, boaring their silver insignia of 
office, and followad by four of his suite and of 
the Rismeao Legation: Hoe was wearing his 
robes as a doctor of laws, and the Publio 
Orator, Dr, Sandys, lost no time in introduc: 
ing bim to tho vice-chancellor. In a Latin 
speech of great length he referred to his 
Mojesty’s industry on his sbjeota’ behalf, his 
scquaintsnce with European systems of law. 
and his kindly feeling towards this country, 
After regratting the fact: that the King was 
unable with his own eyes to seo the! 
University which thus welcomed him, Dr, 
Bandya coneluded by making a9 presentation 
of the King to the congregetion. The vica- 
choncollor responded by formally admitting 
him to the doctor's degree. In English ho 
then invited his Majesty to wit upon a ohair 
at his right band, aud, after a momont’s 
pauso, In the same Janguage sought the King’s 
permission to dismias the congregation, The 
procession waa teformed, the rice-chancollor 
and the new Royal dootor quitting the gallery 
together ‘and tho little ceremony, which in 
all only lasted ten Minutes, was over.

A 300-TON SAPE. 

The bank-bredker will have to bea wonder- 
fully export crackeman to bo able to loot the 
most recont design of the New-York bank safe. 
One put in the strong vault of the now 
Chemical Bank building is 4 marvel af con- 
struction in’iron aod steel work. It is 
apparently built for a'l time, and meant to defy 
not only ordinary bank robbers bat every con- 
eeivable danger of earthquake, civil Fiots, and 
the crack of doom itself, A succession of 
dynamite explosions might conceivably shatter: 
the safe and disclose its inver recesses and the 
securities entrusted to them, but it is difonlt 
to forecast any imaginable circametancos even 
in red revolution under which such a: result 
would ba attempted. Tt is siyaificant, however, 
that though there has been no instance in the 
last quarter of o century of a bank's steel safe’ 
boing broken through, the New York banks are 
aiming at tho'acme of security. » 

The vault in which the Chemicil Bauk’s safe 
is deposited goes down toa depth of forty feat, 
The foundaticn and walla are of masonry and 
concreta, and in the vault itself tha eafe rests 
on a number of conorete piers, A narrow pasrage 
rans round three sides, and by an ingenious 
arrangemont of mirrors the watchman passing 
along the gaugway in front can see every part 
of the back and sides, as well as theopen niches
